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Fruit Growing in the Territories 
The followirg article was read by 
Argus Mackay, superintendent of the 
Inuian head Experimental farm before 
the Wesiern Horticultural society 
Since the setilement of the Territor- 
ies tweaty years ago, very little pro 
gress has been made in the cultivation 


of fruits, and at the present time, 
fruit growing cannoi ve mid to be 
much past che experimental stage 


Many reusons may be given for this. 
but, no doubt, the principal are, tst, 
the high aliitude in winch che whole 
country lies; 2nd, the prevalence 2! 
eprirg thaws and frosis, and, 3rd, the 


want of proper pro.eciion trom the 
dry, bow winds 
However, tome progress has been 


made, and the number of settlers who 
are inquiring about and asking for 
cutlings and roots of fruit trees and 
bushes, has never been so larg as at 
the present time As many of these, 
no doubt, after setting out their first 
fruit plantation, will meet with disap- 
pointment and be at & loss to account 
for their failure, it may be well te 
touch briefly upon the forces which op- 
erate against the successful grewing of 
fruit in the Terrilories 

At the Experimental Farm we have 
inquiries for fruits of all kinds from 
peiches down, and including apples, 
pears and grapes No country in the 


world gives the nursery agents larg r| 


scope und receives so little benefit tor 
the money expended Beauiiful cuts 
or photographs of Eastern or United 
Staies waursery stock and a lively 
torgued agent start many fruit «r- 
chards that are doomed to failure he- 
fore the trees are planted The high 
altitude is, no doubt, the chief reaswa 
why lirge fruits cannot be grown; 
and whiie spring thaws and frosts are 
drawbacks. they can b2 overcome bs 
natural or artificial means 

The fruits suitable to the Tesrritor- 
ies may be divided into two classes: 
the naiive or wild, and the cultivated 
varieties of smail fruiis Correctly 
epeaking we have no large fruits as 
the naiive plum of Manitoba and the 
improved varieties of the wild plum 
are the largest that have so far suc- 
cessfully grown. 

Of the native fruits, such as red hnd 
black currants, cooseberries, Saska.oon 


berries, raspberries, strawberries and 
Buffalo berries nothing need b> said 
except that wherever found they are 


susceptible to improvement by cultiva- 
$100 Piums ure not native to the 
Territories, but thrive well in Eastern 
Assiniboia and will, no doubt, do as 
well in Saskatchewan and Northern 
Albertu ; and with proper protection, 
there should be no difficulty in rais- 
ing them on the open prairie in the 
southern pirt of that Territory. 

Of the cvltivated, or more correctly 
speaking, the imported varieties of 
sinall fruits, currants are easily first, 
and are, in fact, the only fruit that 
should be attempted by a settler un- 
til he has time, means and preparation 
for the more tender and less remuner- 
ative varieties With proper treat- 
ment no variety of red. while or black 
currants need ever fail in any part of 
the country; and it is the only fruit 
that cannot be misrepresented by the 
nurserymen, us the results are sure to 
settler doss his 


part after planting There are, no 


foubt, good and inferior sorts of cur- 
rants. wut all will grow and thrive, 


which can be said of no other varisiy
